China and utilisation of Siam—or Thailand, 
as it is now called. Siam has, of course, 
already for many years been a pupil and 
adherent of Japan. To the tajter Power 
Siam was a valuable outpost, so to speak, 
being six times as large and nearly four 
times as povulous as Ireland. Also, Siam 
is situated right in the middle of British, 
Dutch and French Far Eastern interests. 
Japan developed the useful friendship in 
characteristically business-like fashion—t.e., 
she provided organisers and instructors for 
the Army and Navy—and built such ships 
for the latter am were not built in Italy. 
The fleet in question is composed of ships 
expressly designed to operate in home waters. 

It has been hinted that Japan has a deep 
design of advancing through Siam and 
Malaya, in order to attack Singapore by 
land. In that bald form the idea is absolute 
rubbish—it would be a matter of traversin 
hundreds of miles—many  hundreds—o 
tropical jungle. But what might be tried is 
the establishment of an improvised forward 
base in Siamese territory on the eastern coast 
of the Malay Peninsular. An alternative, of 
course, would be to occupy Saigon—a good 
base ready-made. But Singapore is not just 
so accessible as all that—even from Saigon it 
is 648 miles, or twice the width of the North 
Sea. From Bangkok, the Siamese capital, it 
is 820 miles. 


POSSIBLE BASES 


But, of course, the ultimate base for any 
such major operation as an attack on Singa- 
pore must necessarily be the home territory 
of the attacking Great Power—and Yokohama 
is 2,890 miles away. It is true that Pear] Har- 
bour in Hawaii—a possible source of naval 
reinforcement—is just twice as far—5,870 
miles, to be precise. But it is one thing to 
proceed to Singapore as an ally, and quite 
another to fight ones way thither. Indeed, 
“not the least of the attractions’’ of Singa- 
pore are its covered tines of approach from 
either India or Australia—in view of the 
fact that Dutch territories are available for 
assistance. 

It wav be only a coincidence that the 
United States Pacific Fleet—or, at least, 
what of it was in Hawaii—has put to sea for 
manceuvres just lately. One ship has been 
specifically mentioned—Colorado, presumably 
the flag. This ship is similar in power to 
the British Nelson and Rodney: she is of 
34,000 tons, 8.16in. guns, 21 knots. She 
has an exceptional main A.A. battery, con- 
sisting of 8 5-in. guns. 


SINKINGS IN OCTOBER 


Coming to naval matters in another 
sphere, The month of October has opened 
well for the British in the commerce war. 
The sinkings wert 7 British ships of 25,000 
tons; 2 Allied, of 2,500 tons; 1 neutral, of 
3,700 tons—a total of 10 ships and 31,000 
odd tons. Thes. figures are the lowest for 
five months. it appears. It should be 
observed that the individual tonnage of the 
ships was slightly below average : the normal 
for an ccean going ship is about 4,000 to 
5,000 tons, or approximately half as much

My own view 1s that those talented Irish 
writers should take stock of the situation 
lest they be considered slavish traditio tal 
coypists- not playiarists, | hasten to add— 
who are unwilling to allow those with -ome- 
thing urgent to say to say it. 

Many “big shots’’ have made literary 
reputations by their high-falutin’ ululations, 
and, | take it, anyone who aspires to become 
an author must follow the leaders. He has 
little choice. Should he (or she) depart 
from the accepted genre he is in danger 
of being ‘‘ panned,” ignored, or damned 
by faint praise and dubbed  un-national 
by watchful shepherds of the sheep-pen. 
So far as a little “ panninx ” is concerned, 
I am sure the ‘‘shepherds’’ themselves are 
sporting enough to he able to take it. 

A change in the national literary ‘‘policy ’ 
is due, It is inevitable, and, 1 think, 
imminent. Many of the Irish writers who 
to-day push leaden pens could, if they tried, 
wield light nd airy quills. Some might even 
descend from their mountain fastnesses and 
evries to startle us by allowing their grim 
expressions to relax, and by permitting them- 
selves the pleasure of amusing us by scatter. 
ing pages of quiet, restrained humour in the 
literary market-places. 

tor yeurs I have kept a 
shelf labelled, ‘* Modern umour—Irish.’’ 
Except for some cuttings. ‘‘ sub-leaders,”’ 
newspaper letters, and pages from a certain 
monthly, that shelf is still empty. 

Why cannot | discover modern humorous 
work of any kind—a novel, a story, an article 
or even a lively, witty commentary—by an 
Irish writer, not necessarily with a purely 
Irisk setting? Can it be that, although we 
Irish are witty, we are, in reality, ‘an un- 
humorous people? Is there an Irishman (1 
exclude [rishwomen—who never could pen a 
‘funny ” line to save their lachrymose lives) 
writing who can claim that he is capable of 
consistently raising smiles by his first sen- 
tences or paragraphs and of os the 
good work for an appreciable number of columns 
or pages’ English and Amerfcan writers 
can do so without effort, and English and 
American readers can, if so inclined, turn to 
their contributions with the certainty of find- 


= in a book- 


ing there < quick-action tonic for ‘‘the 
droops.”’ 
Perhaps the reason why English and 


Americans excel in this form is that their 
vewspapers and magazines and publishers 
encourage the writing of humour, and do not 
(as is the ease in this doleful country) regard 
humour as a thing inimical to the dignity of 
the printed page. 

I know that Trish Penmen can, and do, 
write ‘ brightlv,’"’ and 1 believe that in this 
respect they have no superiors anywhere in 
the world, but, while the genuine humorist, 
always writes brightly, the “ bright ” writer 
is usually able only occasionally to write real 
humour. 

As I understand the matter (and I am 
open to correction) I should define the true 
writer of humour as the man who ‘‘can xeep 
it up’’ and evoke from the ordinary reader 
the tribute: “Oh, this writer is always 
awfully funny !” 

Unhappily, here the bright and the cloudy 
and the obscure writers are in control, and 
if any Irish-‘‘ born ” humorists exist they are 
kept very carefully hidden. 

Nohody would wish our established authors 
to return to the Lever ‘‘ Handy Andy ”’- 
Colonel Lyneham type of buffoonery, but this 
country provides a deep mine of inspiration 
for any writer with the gift of guict banter, 
slick comment, exaggerative exploitation, and 
situational contrast. — 

This is, of course, wishing for a miracle 
to occur, but still, it may well be that in the 
misty future an Irish writer will emerge 
with flashing pen and compel the touchy 
Irish to laugh with him at themselves. They 
will be happy to pay him handsomely for 
doing so, and his work will, most certainly, 
be bought by my descendants. 

In my will I shall leave a couple of pounds 
(if remaining) so that a little gold plate 
shall adorn that now-empty book-shelf. It 
will be inscribed : ‘‘ Modern Humour Irish—

ELECTRICITY SUPPLIES 


TO THE EDITOR OF TILE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin—In a recent article, entitled ‘ Elec- 
tricity Supplies,”’ your correspondent, 
" Arufex, recalis what he chooses to refer 
to us the popular conception that the power 
resources of the Shannon would be adequate 
for the full electrical needs of the country 
and that all steam-stations would cease to 
exist. ‘‘Artifex’’ further suggests that 
engineers as a body were of the same opinion, 
stating literally © even among eugineers few 
could be found to foresee early days in which 
the Pigeon House would not only survive as 
an indispensable mgredient in the national 
generating system, but im which it would 
require large and costly extensions.”’ 

That this statement is absolutely at 
variance with historical facts can be uscer- 
tained immediately by a perusal of the well- 
known '' Report of the Experts appointed by 
the Government,”’ which was issued in 1925, 
and which was familiar to enginecrs. On 
page 60 of this document is stated: ‘. . . 
it is reasonable to presume that within a 
comparatively short time it will prove desir- 
able und necessary to extend the electrical 
supply by extending the network and the 
Shannou Station or by co-operating with 
steam plant.” Again, on page 111 two pos- 
sible developments are outlined: 

*“Qne way would be to develop the Shan- 
non River fully, with as large storage basins 
as possible. Only at a later stage would 
supplementary energy from steam stations or 
from the Liffey be resorted to for covering 
the deficiency in dry years. 

““ Another way a ii, be to take in supple- 
mentary energy Írom a future development, on 
the Liffey or from steam stations at an earlier 
stage ot the Shannon development.’’ 

On pages 117-118 the possibility of using 
existing steam stations and of building a new 
steam station is further discussed. 

It is well known to every power engineer 


| that even in countries most favourably en- 


dowed by nature with water power (such as 
Scandinavia, Switzerland, etc.) a combination 
of hydro-electric and steam stations is a 
fundamental principle. It was always realised 
by engineers that a stand-by steam station 
would be necessary to provide against long 
periods of low water in the Shannon. That 
an extension and reconstruction of the old 
Pigeon House would have to be undertaken 
was equally clear to all engineers. Indeed, 
the equipment of the old Pigeon House had 
become so out-of-date and inadequate as to 
inspire the unkind ‘‘ Chamber of Horrors ”’ 
allusion of the D’Alton report. The old 
Pigeon House built to serve the local needs 


of Dublin Corporation can, in fact, claim no | 


relationship with the present Pigeon House 

Station feeding the national networks. 

‘* Artifex ’’ in championing steam stations 

seems to deal unnecessarily harshly with the 
already much maligned Shannon scheme. Re- 
ferring to the current E.S.B. report, 
‘* Artifex ” makes three statements :— 
(1) That last year’s Pigeon House output 
was almost equal to that of Ardna- 
crusha—i.e., that fuel-burning stations 
generated as much energy as hydro- 
stations. I would point out that the 
Shannon scheme, which was designed to 
supply 153 million units, cannot be ex- 
pected to cover our present needs, 
amounting to over 400 million units. 
Moreover, the final development of the 
Shannon scheme aa suggested by the 
contractors and visualised by the experts 
has never been carried out, nor was the 
greater Liffey scheme submitted by the 
same contractors in 1935 proceeded with. 
The latter scheme was estimated to pro- 
vide a yearly eutput of 90 million units. 
Instead, development has been along the 
lines of fnel-burning stations, which in 
the year 1939-40 involved an expenditure 
of £175,000 approximately on imported 
fuel. The adoption of the hydro-electric 
programme would have provided exten- 
sive employment for Irish labour and 
resulted in a considerable reduction of our 
yearly fuel bill. The present partial 
development of the Liffey, estimated to 
deliver ó0 million units per annum, and 
intended mainly as a peak-load station, 
will not reduce our fuel bill sensibly. 
“ Artifex’’ points out that during 
several long periods the Shannon scheme 
could only meet a small fraction of 
public requirements. The answer to 
this is indicated above—namely, that 
not one, but several, Shannon schemes 
would be required to meet our present 
yearly consumption of over 400 million 
units. ‘‘Artifex’’ should try to remem- 
ber that popular opinion in 1925 refused 
to believe that our needs would ever 
exceed 110 million units and considered 
that the planning of the Shannon scheme 
was on a lavish and wasteful scale. 

(3) ““Artifex ' states naively, but does not, 
rove, that the actual costs of Pigeon 
ouse supplies compare favourably with 

those of Dilaserests. No attempt is 
made to substantiate this sweeping state- 
ment with statistical proofs. i challenge 
‘‘Artifex’’ to prove this statement. 

It is interesting to recall that the greater 
Liffey scheme of 90 million units was re- 
jected on economic grounds. ‘This opinion, 
debatable even in 1935, can no longer be 
upheld in view of the growing fuel costs 
and the relatively high costs of the smaller 
Liffey scheme. Viewed from the standpoint 
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of national economy, the greater Liffey 
scheme, which involved tunnelling from 
Blessington to Woodbrook (Bray), would 


have been a sound contribution towards solv- 
ing our unemployment problem. 

I would again emphasise that E.S.B. re- 

rts might present a different picture had 
ydro-electrification. been pursued with the 
same vigour as the erection of fuel-burning 
plant. And, finally. 1 would ask the public 
when judging the Shannon scheme to trv 
and recapture the atmosphere of 1925, when 
our total consumption amounted to only 40 
million units, or 10 per cent. of our present 
consumption. It is, indeed, a tribute to the 
pioneers of the Shannon scheme that it was 
planned on a scale possible of development 
and that in the year 1938-39 almost 300 
million units could be generated. It seems 
unfortunate that subsequent hydro-electrifi- 
cation has not been pursued with the same 
broad vision and keen jadgment.—Yours, 
etc., sf.

wish to do. 

A drastic experiment in the way of a new

ADVERTISING 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—In his address to the Publicity Club, 
and also at a recent company meeting, Mr. 
J. J. Walsh commented on the smallness of 
our exports of certain products for which our 
reputation is unrivalled, and suggested that 
one of the chief reasons was the inadequate 
publicity which these products receive 
abroad. 

He instanced especially the case’ of whiskey, 
of which our exports amount to some 
£150,000 annually, as against Scotland’s 
£12,000,000 exports. 

I have looked up the actual amounts spent 
in advertising the various brands of whiskey, 
and these figures support Mr. Walsh’s case 
so strongly that I feel sure they will be of 
interest. In the twelve months ending June, 
1939 (the last peace year), the total expendi- 
ture on whiskey advertising in the Press in 
Great Britain and Ireland was £356,855. Of 


this, £351,235 was spent on advertising 
Scotch whiskey and £5,620 on Irish whiskey. 
The biggest spender among the Irish 


whiskies accounted for £2,372 for the whole 
year. One Scotch brand (Johnnie Walker) 
spent £13,911 in one month of the same year. 
In the same month (December, 1938) five 
separate Scotch whiskies each spent more 
than all Irish whiskies combined had spent in 
the whole year. 

In the case of dairy produce—to which Mr. 
Walsh also referred—in the same year not 
one penny was spent on Press advertising 
in Great Britain for Irish produce, although 
New Zealand butter was widely advertised 
at a cost of £38,190, and Australian butter 
had £3,565 spent on it. Even Latvian and 
Lithuanian butter were advertised in Britain, 
£432 being spent on the former and £392 on 
the latter. Only Irish butter was expected 
to sell itself without advertising. A sum of 
£100, which was spent on it in 1937, was, 
perhaps, expected to establish it in an im- 
pregnable position! 

If we are to gain a footing in new 
markets—if we are even to retain the share 
of the British market which we have—it is 
essential that both the Government and 
manufacturers should realise the vital part 
that advertising fills in commerce to-day. 
Unfortunately, many Irish manufacturers 
look at advertising as an expense which 
should be avoided if possible, instead of as 
an expenditure like showroom rent or 
travellers’ salaries, which produces a profit. 

Advertising, based on a sound plan and 
properly executed, can create markets by 
educating people to new wants and new 
desires. But half-hearted measures are use- 
less. And—a fact which many Irish adver- 
tisers fail to realise—the effect of advertising 
is largely cumulative, so that steady, con- 
sistent advertising, even on a moderate 
scale, is in the long run more resultful than 
big splashes at long intervals. These, while 
very impressive at the moment, are quickly 
forgotten.—Yours, etc.,

Our farmers to-day look back 
to the war of 1914-1918 as the golden age 
of Irish farming. Then this country was 
an integral part of the United Kingdom, 
and everybody in Great Britain wanted 
Irish food. The farmers could command 


and insatiable demand for foodstuffs of 
every kind. Lancashire and other parts of 
industrial England and Scotland were 
earning big money, and the demand for 


The prices of other Irish produce increased 
pro rata. Mutton and bacon, butter and 


grew, or could be produced, on an Irish 
farm. Money, as such, was no object. 
During the four years of war, and even 


a wave of prosperity which they never 
knew before, and assuredly never will know 
again. Most of their exports consisted of 
cattle. The circumstances of the time 
encouraged them to neglect tillage in 
favour of grazing; and, although for the 
last eighteen years native Governments 
have been doing everything in their power 


everything, the production of live-stock 
continues, and probably always will 
continue, to form the basis of Ireland’s 
agricultural economy. Compulsory tillage 
has done a certain amount of good, 
inasmuch as it has ¢reated a demand for 
agricultural labour throughout the country ; 
but the temptation to raise cattle rather. 


than crops is strong, and no Government 


that depends on the farming vote is likely 
to be able to remove it. 4 
During recent years the Irish farmer has 
been having a.fairly bad time. He suffered 
severely as a result of the “ economic war,”’ 
and, although his Land Annuities have 
been halved and he has been given a 
variety of bounties and subsidies from time 
to time, the general fall in agricultural 
prices that followed the world ‘‘slump”’ 
of 1920 dealt him a series of heavy blows. 
When the present war broke out many 
Irish farmers hoped, not unnaturally, that 
their experiences of twenty-five years ago 
would be repeated—that the British market 
once again would be at their undisputed 
disposal, and that prices, purticularly 


| cattle prices, would soar to unprecedented 


heights. Indeed, in some respects, the 
circumstances of the present war seemed 
to be more favourable to the Irish exporter 


than those of the last. Twenty-five years. 


ago the British were able to import great 
quantities of“dairy produce and of bacon 
from Scandinavia and Holland; now these 
sources of supply have been stopped. Yet 
the fact is, as the Fine Gael National 
Executive points out, that not only is the 
Irish farmer not getting high prices for 
his products, but he is unable to get rid of 
them at all. Gone are the halcyon days 


wheh, by the simple process of driving a 
bullock from the North Circular road to 
the North Wall with the aid of an ash- 
plant, the Irish cattle dealer was able to 
make a generous profit. Prices are con- 
trolled rigidly in Great Britain. The 
adoption of a rationing system has put 
a curb on the appetites of the British 
worker and his family; and the purchase 
of colossal stocks of meat from South 
America has made the British market 
virtually independent of Irish supplies. 
Mutatis mutandis, the situation in respect 
of the cattle trade exists in greater or less 
degree in all the other branches of Ire- 
land’s agricultural exports. The farmers 
everywhere are complaining that they 
cannot sell their produce at anything 
like an economic figure. One might have 


thought that with a bacon ration of four 
ounces a week in Great Britain, there 
would be a clamorous demand for sup- 
plies from this country; but the fact is 
that there is no such demand. The case 
of butter is equally mysterious to the 
layman. Even in Northern Ireland the 
consumer is restricted to a butter ration 
of two ounces a week; yet the producer 
in Eire is finding difficulty in the dis- 
posal of his stocks. There are technical 
reasons for the glut of wool in this 
country. Apparently, the quality of 
Irish wool is not suitable for the im- 
mediate needs of the British market; but 
no such explanation can be offered for 
the available surplus of other produce. 
Of course, it. must be remembered that 
there has been one outstanding change 
since the last war: Eire now is an inde- 
pendent country. Although Mr. de 
Valera’s Government has negotiated a 
favourable trade agreement with Great 
Britain, Ireland no longer is inside the 
British economic system, and her ex- 
porters no longer can expect the pre- 
ferential treatment that they received 
during the last war. On the other hand, 
they now have their own Government to 
look after their interests; and, while it 
is not easy to see how any Government 
can solve their present problems, we may 
hope that Mr. de Valera and his col- 
leagues will do everything possible to 
help them over a trying period. 


The Glamour of Sport. 


There is a great difference in the 
‘‘atmosphere’’ and the general scene 
between an international Rugby football 
match and a Gaelic final. Association 
football is different again. Tenseness and 
a sense of expectancy may be common to 
the followers of all games on big occasions, 
but the characteristics of the crowds at 
Lansdowne road, Croke Park and Daly- 
mount never are alike. The theatre, the 
opera house.and the music-hall might be 
said to have more in common than the 
three great football games played in this 
country. It is difficult to explain the 
variation in the attitudes of the people 
on the stands and touch lines, yet everybody 
who is liberal in his patronage of the 
sports knows that there is such variation. 
Good humour, intensity and fervour are 
common to the spectators awaiting the 
kick-off under all three codes. Probably 
the good humour is more marked in Rugby, 
intensity in Association, and fervour in 
Gaelic. The Rugby footballer hopes that his 
side will win ; the Association follower wants 
his side to win; and the Gaelic follower 
is likely to be reduced to despair if his 
side does not win. Marked differences also 
may be observed in the crowds at motor- 
racing- and horse-racing respectively. In 
the early days of motor-racing its patrons 
were the same. as those who supported 
horse-racing, and at Brooklands attempts 
were made to reproduce the atmosphere of 
the Turf. Races were described as ‘‘ plate’’ 
of so many “sov.” The officials had the 
same titles as at & horse-race meeting. 
There were Stewards of the Meeting, a 
Clerk of the Course, a Clerk of the Scales, 
a Measurer; to this day the International 
Sporting Code of motor-racing contains a 
great deal of the phraseology of the Turf. 
In the motor cycle Tourist Trophy races 
in the Isle of Man competitors have worn 
‘“‘colours’’ like jockeys. Sporting events, 
however, cannot be moulded into unnatural 
forms. Not only is automobile sport 
distinct from horse-racing in its atmosphere 
and in the attitudes of its competitors and 
followers, but even motor cycle sport is 
characteristically a game apart from car 
sport, and in both sections racing is 
different from trials. It might be argued 
that this process of differentiation could 
be carried equally far in horse-racing and 
that nice distinctions could be drawn 
between the spectators at meetings on the 
flat, ‘‘over the sticks’’ and point-to-point. 
So it could. In racing generally, however, 
one finds colour and excitement that are 
common to all meetings ; but they are colour 
and excitement that belong only to the 
Turf, and no other form of sport can 
capture them, no matter how far it goes 
in copying the style or the words. The 
absence of international competition has 
taken some of tlie interest out of other 
sports in this country for the duration of 
the war, but Irish racing has profited by 
the emergency. The serious restrictions 
upon racing in England have added 


importance to Irish meetings. In the 
country to-day there are many horses 
which would, in different circumstances, 
have been racing in: England. There is so 
great a demand for additional meetings 
that the Stewards of the Turf Club have 
extended the season to 7th December. For 
‘those who find a glamour in horse-racing 
these are happy days. 


Breakfast 

Breakfast, we learn from the London 
hewspapers, owing to certain. nocturnal 
disturbances, is becoming rapidly one ot 
the major meals of the day, and there is 
even a movement, it appears, towards the 
revival of breakfist parties. In all the 
circumstances, such a reaction is very 
natural; for the feeling of relief after a 
long period of suspense is accompanied 
almost invariably by a ravenous appetite 
which amounts almost to a passion for a 
cup of tea and a good stout meal. Breakfast 
nowadays-is not usually a very. popular 
repast. The good old British breakfast of 
porridge, bacon and eggs, toast, various 
kinds of bread, jam and orange marmalade, 
and about a pint of tea is frowned upon 
in this generation as if such an appetite 
at that hour of the morning were slightly 
indecent—if not a mark of downright 
viciousness! The first meal of the day 
in these puny times consists, more often 
than not, of a cup of tea and a few slight 
Slices of toast. The petit déjeuner of 
coffee and rolls, which used to cattse such 
affront to our grandfathers when they 
visited France, has come, to be looked upon 
in recent years as almost the only fit 
breakfast for civilised and  stomach- 
respecting persons. Indeed, it remains for 
the American nation alone to keep up the 
grand tradition of what Izaak Walton 
called ‘‘a good, honest, wholesome, hungry 
breakfast.” Until the air raids came along 
to whet their morning appetites the 
English (not to be confused with the 
Scots, of course, who are good eaters at 
any hour of the day) had become almost 
continental in their attitude towards 
breakfast; but in America, even at the 
present time, it is not at all exceptional 


-for a man to leave his bed and sit down 


to a table of fruit, cereals, fish, a small 
mixed grill, a large pot of coffee, some 
hot-buttered toast, and, finally, a dish of 
hot buckwheat cakes served with maple 
syrup as a kind of sweet. Possibly he will 
follow 'it up with a cup of soup at eleven 
o'clock, The Americans, as all the world 
knows, are specially “tough.” We would 
not for a moment advocate such feeding 
for every mortal unless he is in the 
fortunate position to be able to lie down 
for an hour or two and sleep off the effects 
before starting his day’s work; but there 
is no doubt that a good substantial meal 
first thing in the morning is worth all 
the others—luncheon, tea and dinner—put 
together. With a good breakfast inside 
him a man is ready to face almost any- 
thing—and there is not much heart in tea 
and toast. English moral during the 
dreadful trials of these last few months 
has shown no sign whatever of ‘‘ cracking 
up,” and, if it is true, as the newspapers 
say, that breakfast is becoming once again 
‘one of the major meals of the day ” over 
there, we venture to prophesy that, as time 
goes on, that stubborn spirit of resistance 
will grow even more stubborn still. There 
is something rather pleasing, too, in the 
thought that the old-fashioned breakfast 
party may be revived. As Macaulay, a 
habitual ‘‘breakfaster-out,’’ once said: 
“ You invite a man to dinner because you 
have to invite him; you may be sure that 
if you are invited to breakfast there must 
be something agreeable about you.” No 
truer word ever was spoken. The breakfast 
table is surely a true testing place for 
friendship; and, if a man’s company is 
welcomed at breakfast, he must be, indeed, 
a very agreeable companion!

BRITISH ’PLANE’S GOOD 
WORK

ITALIAN SHIP GUIDED TO 
RESCUE 


_ ASSOCIATED Press. 
ALEXANDRIA, Thursday. 


A British seaplane guided an Italian hos- 
pital ship towards the wreckage of the 
destroyers sunk by the cruiser Ajax off Sicily, 
it was revealed here to-day. 

The seaplane was on patrol duty in the 
Central Mediterranean when it sighted the 
Italian hospital ship Aquileja. 

Resuming his patrol the British pilot 
located a patch of oil at least five miles 
square, two or three miles from the ship. In 
the midst of the oil were masses of small 
wreckage, five or six floats and two boats. 

The seaplane immediately turned back 
towards the hospital ship, which was still 
on her former course northward-bound to 
Italy, and flashed the message, ‘‘Ship’s 
floats below us.” The pilot then circled the 
wreckage and dived three times in order to 
direct the Red Cross ship’s attention. 

6 Italians altered course, and were seen 
to lower a white motor dinghy among the 
wreckage. The British pilot was unable ‘to 
ascertain whether there were any survivors 
in the baci and added that the oil 
patch had shifted fifteen miles since the

THE PROBLEM | 
OF CRIME 


SOME METHODS OF 
DEALING WITH IT

PROFESSOR E. FAHY'S 
LECTURES 


OW much crime is there in this 
HH country? What methods are being 
used to try to deal with crime in this 
and other countries? How far have those 
methods been successful’—-These are some of 
the questions that, will be dealt with by Pro- 
fessor E. Fahy, a young Irish barrister, in 
the course of a series of twenty-one lectures 
in the Engineering School of Trinity College 
on Fridays, commencing next week. 
Professor Fahy, who was appointed re- 


‘cently as Reid Professor of Law in the Uni- 


versity of Dublin, has been studying the 
problem of crime and its causes for some 
time past. The trouble about this problem is 
that so many people approach it from what 
might be called a sentimental point of view— 
from the standpoints of people who think 
that the criminal ought to be pampered, and 
of the people who are actually hostile to the 
criminal. Mr. Fahy has not dealt with the 
problem from either of these aspects. His 
attitude is that crime is there, and the 
roblem is to find the sensible way of deal- 
ing with it. In other words, he looks at it 
either from the scientific point of view or in 
~ light of information presented by the 
acts 


SCHOOL OF SOCIAL STUDIES 


The lectures are being given under the 
auspices of the Trinity College School of 
Social Studies—an institution which, although 
not long in existence, is making a definite 
contribution to the solution.of social problems 
in this country. A university cannot enter 
mto politics, but it can supply facts upon 
which intelligent social reformers and ad- 
ministrators may work, and it can provide 
specially trained workers to carry out the 
work. That is what the school is doing. 


VALUABLE WORK 


Professor R. W. Ditchburn, secretary of 
the school, yesterday told an /rish Times 
reporter something of its work. This is the 
first occasion on which it has been possible 
to arrange for a series of public lectures, but 
other aspects of social problems will be dealt 
with in the future. Since the school was 
founded a considerable number of men and 
women has been trained in social work, and 
in tracing the subsequent careers of these 
people it has been iound that they nave done 
valuable social work in and around Dublin. 
Life is so complicated nowadays’ that 
there is a definite need for such workers. 
Some of the men—most of the students, are 
women—have secured places of importance 
in large factories, where they have given 
a service in administrative posts. Women 
lave been appointed as almoners to hospitals, 
a movement in favour of the almoner system 
having developed greatly in recent years. 
There are also places for holders of the 
school’s diploma as house property managers. 


COURSE OF TRAINING 


The school gives the students a course of 
training in theory. For example, there are 
studies in economics, economic and industrial 
history, administrative — law, anatomy, 
2 lore hygiene and preventive medicine, 
industrial law, psychology, statistical method, 
dietetics and penology. The Civics Institute 
of Ireland is responsible for the practical 
training, which includes office work, visiting, 
voluntary work and first aid, each student 
being required to assist in a trained social 
work agency for a month. 

The work of the hospital almoner (one of 
the caianahions: cama to those who hold 
diplomas) is to help the patients to use the 
services of the hospital to the best advantage 
and to see that the hospital is fairly treated. 
She has to advise out-patients on obtaining 
prescribed diet in the cheapest way, on the 

urchase of surgical appliances, on obtaining 

tate help to which they are entitled, and to 
undertake many other similar duties. There 
js an expanding demand for trained almoners. 


LABOUR AND HOUSING 


The Jabour manager—either a man or. a 
woman—is employed to promote the well- 
being of the workers and to maintain good 
relations between them and the firm. The 
labour managers sort out misfits among the 
‘workers, see that sick workers go to hospital 
or to the doctor, advise on the employment 
or the dismissal of workers, and organise 
sports and canteens 

The housing manager seeks to promote the 
welfare of the tenant while doing justice also 
to the owner. It includes rent collecting, super- 
vision of repairs and improvements, legal 
details, and, above all, personal dealing with 
tenants. 

There are also other positions, which aro 
less regularly available. In recent years 
students have obtained positions with the 
Mount Street Club, the Civics Institute, the 
Public Health Department, and in Blind 
Welfare work, In Great Britain the social 
studies course is taken by students who do 
probation work, health visiting, settlement 
work, school care and after-care, family case 
work and psychiatric social work. It is to 
be expected that as similar services are de- 
veloped in Eire there will be an increasing 
need for trained social workers. 


TOBRUK BOMBED

R.A.F. RAID ON ITALIANS

CAIRO, Thursday. 

Yet another successful R.A.F. raid on the 
Italians at Tobruk was described in the 
R.A.F. communiqué issued here to-day. The 
communiqué said :— i 

‘During operations on the night of 
October 15-16 Tobruk town and buildings 
were attacked. During the first raid a stick 
of bombs fell across the town, starting a fire 
near the naval barracks. 7 

“ Another salvo fell across three ships. 
The result of a further raid are not known 
at present, but bombs were seen to fall in 
the target arca—military buildings on the 
foreshore. 

“The same night a force of our bombers 
attacked Bardia and the fort at Sollum, a 
stick of bombs falling across the fort. 
Enemy aircraft made three night attacks 
in the Ras el Kena Tis area, forty miles 
east of Mersa Matruh, but no damage was 
done. 

“On the night of October 16-17 enemy 
aircraft attempted to attack Alexandria, but 
were driven off by our fighters. One Gladiator 
fired two bursts into one of the raiders, but 
the results were not observed. . 

‘‘ Eritrea was attacked on the om gé of the 
15th-16th, and two fires were started at Gura; 
bombs also burst near the hangars. . 

“One of our aircraft on patrol in the 
Mediterranean damaged an Italian flying- 
boat of the type Cant Z301, which had just 
taken off. sie 

“ Numerous reconnaissances over Abyssinia 
and Italian Somaliland were carried out by 
squadrons of the South African Air Force on 
October 15-16. From these operations all 
our aircraft returned safely.’ 


k.A.F. BOMB FRENCH COAST 

By the light of the full moon the R.A.F.

INCREASING COST OF 
LIVING 


cost of living in Northern Ireland. Up to the 
present, residents in the North have been 
inclinéd to congratulate themselves that the 
cost of living is not so high here as in Eire, 
owing to the import duties in the South upon 
many commodities, notably clothing. Now it 
would appear as if the position is going to be 
reversed, and that Eire will become a more 
desirable place to reside than the North, with 
the additional attraction that there is no 
butter or meat rationing or ‘‘ black-out ”’ 
inconvenience. 

As an indication in the increase in cost of 
commodities in the North, from Monday next 
all articles subject to the purchase tax will 
be advanced by 25-per cent. In the case of 
goods subject to half-rate one-eighth 
extra will be added. Many articles 
will not be advanced immediately, for 
shopkeepers are not permitted to. add 
the tax to goods they have already in stock. 
In other words, they will not be able to 
make a profit out of the tax, but can only 
charge the extra when they have to pay the 
increased cost to the wholesale firms when 
renewing their stock. 

Goods subject to the full tax are :—Furs, 
gloves, hats, haberdashery, 
walking sticks, household linen, dressmaking 
material, knitted fabrics, bedding, rugs, 
carpets, linoleum, cut glass, mirrors, glass 
haloes and table tops, all domestic furniture 
and office furniture, torches, portable lamps, 
batteries, cutlery, leather goods, cameras, 
vacuum flasks, smoking requisites, excluding 
tobacco and cigarettes; pianos, gramaphones 
and radios, clocks and watches, toys and 
games, including playing cards; toilet pre- 
parations and cosmetics, typewriters, diaries, 
calendars, stationery and pens, pencils and 
ink ; motor cars and cycles and push bicycles. 

Half tax will be payable on adult clothing 
and footwear, kitchen earthenware and china 
utensils used in the preparation and serving 
of food and drink. 


EXEMPTIONS 


Among the principal goods exempt from 
the tax will be:—Food, beer and spirits, 
tobacco, children’s clothing and __ footwear, 
silks, sewing cotton and all knitting wools, 
household brooms and cleaning material, X- 
ray plates, films, and papers for hospital 
and clinic use; essential drugs, perambu- 
lators, matches and lighters, newspapers, 
books and periodicals, houses and buildings, 
and essential public services like gas, electric 
light and water, and also fuel. 

An interesting point arises with regard to 
secondhand goods. At present the Act states 
that such goods are exempt, except in cases 
where they have been reconditioned. If a 
dealer buys secondhand goods reconditioned, 
and then seils them, he must pay tax on 
them according to the class in which they are 
grouped. Hire and hire purchase transactions 
will be treated as purchases for purchase tax 
purposes. 

The tax will not hamper the ‘‘ grow more 
food ” campaign, for it does not apply to 
seeds or plants of all kinds, whether 
vegetables or flowers. 

While ready-made clothing for children 
under 10 years are exempt, there is a long 
list of sizes to which the cloths must con- 
form. 

Girls, for instance, who wear a 39in. dress 
or petticoat will find the price of these un- 
affected, but if it is 40 inches then half-tax 
must. be paid, as for adults. Boys with chest 
measurements up to 35 inches will get suits 
free of tax. Boots and shoes above a speci- 
fied size will also pay half-tax. 

Engagement and wedding rings and all 
jewellery will carry the tax at the full rate, 
but newly-married couples may find some 
consolation in the fact that their is no tax 
to be placed on the pram. 


EFFECT UPON LINEN 
EXPORTS 


The new purchase tax may have an im- 
portant effect upon linen exports to the 
United States, which is the largest export 
market for linen goods. If the duties upon 
linen goods imported into the United States 
are calculated upon the price of the goods 
as sold in the United Kingdom, it will mean 
that the new purchase tax will be added for 
the purpose of calculation. The linen trade 
is contending that the purchase tax is a 
consumer tax, and, therefore, should not 
apply, and it will be interesting to see if the 
American authorities will accept this view. 
It is understood that in the case of goods 
manufactured in Germany and France and 
imported before the war, the cost of the pur- 
chase tax in those countries was added to 
the price for Customs duty payments in the 
United States. Linen goods, however, manu- 
factured specially for the American market, 
including dress linens, would be exempt from 
this addition.

NO TAX ON EXPORTS 
TO EIRE 


In authoritative circles in Dublin it is not 
believed that the operation of the sales tax 
in Great Britain and Northern Ireland will 
in any way. affect this part of the country. 
As understood here, the tax is to be 
collected on the last sale of a particular com- 
modity to the consumer. That is within the 
area of Great Britain or Northern Ireland. 
Eire, for the purpose of trading, ranks as 
an ‘‘export’”’ or ‘‘foreign’’ country, and 
consequently the new tax is not chargeable 
on a transaction in which Eire is concerned.

Ratimeting that there are at. least 100 
aviation plants in Britain, the worn Ad 
says: “ Between August, 10th and September 
25th the Germans dropped 23,000 tons of 
bombs over the whole of England, and, 
though serious damage was done, British 
aviation industry on the whole is continuing 
its activities.”’

RESCUE WORE OF HOME

LONDON, Thursday. 

More attempts by large formations of 
German raiders to launch mass daylight 
attacks on London to-day were frustrated by 
the Royal Air Force and the ground defences, 
the formations being broken and driven back. 

The raiders flew ‘in over the coast at a 
great height, and fierce battles were fought 
above the low-lying cloud when British 
fighters went up to intercept them. 

The sound of diving ‘planes and the noise 
of cannon and machine-gun fire were heard 
by watchers below. 

While Londoners were experiencing’ two 
““alerts” in the morning,’ German ‘planes 
crossed the Kent coast in force, and in the 
afternoon another formation was heard head- 
ing for London. . 

The raiders failed to reach the capita] in 
any numbers, but one or two lone ’planes got 
through in cloud, and dropped bombs in 
some London area districts. “ Others, fleeing 
before British fighters, dropped their loads at 
random in the south-east on their way back 
to the sea. 


WRECKED BUILDING . 
Soldiers and Home Guards took part in 
rescue work when a building in a London 
district was wrecked during an afternoon raid. 
Five men had been rescued from the bas 
aíter three-guarters of an hour, and severa 
bodies were recovered. At one time, when 
escaping gas was feared, the rescuers worked 
in gas masks or in wet face-coverings. 

Other buildings nearby were damaged, and 
the front of a public-house was blown out. 
The bombs were dropped by a diving raider 
which was heard, but was not seen, above 
the cloud. 

The rescue of the victims in the wrecked 
building took an hour or two. They were 
hurried to hospital. 

It is believed that all those who were 
alive have been brought out. Some of the 
rescued are seriously injured. 

Three high-explosive bombs were dropped 
in another district on the outskirts of the 
London area. One fell on a roadway, a few 
yards from a church, and burst a gas main. 
The windows and roof of a church hall were 
also damaged, ‘The second fell on the road- 
wav outside the playground of a large 
L.C.C. school, where blast wrecked the fronts 
of houses. Several families were made home- 
less. i 

Another bomb fell beside a dug-out in a 
back garden in a housing estate. ; 

Later in the afternoon a lone Messerschmitt 
109 reached a district on the London out- 
skirts, and was followed by Hurricanes and 
Spitfires. Shortly afterwards a fierce battle 
took place, and, finding himself in difficul- 
ties, the German raider let go his load of 
bombs, causing damage to private property. 


DEAN OF CANTERBURY’S 
NARROW ESCAPE 

Twenty high-explosive and incendiary 
hombs were dropped in Canterbury by a for- 
mation of Messerschmitts, which dived out of 
the clouds this afternoon, says a Press Asso- 
ciation telegram of Thursday. 

Three bombs fell in the precincts of Can- 
terbury Cathedral. One landed in the front 
garden of the Deanery, only a few yards 
from the cathedral, but the Dean, Dr. Hew- 
lett Johnson, and members of his staff, who 
were Sheltering in vaulted passages, escaped 
injury. 

The interior oí tha Deanery was damaged. 

About a dozen private houses were wrecked, 
but most of the bombs fell on open spaces— 
one in a churchyard. 

Despite the number of bombs, only one 
man—a member of the Home Guard—was 
killed, and a few people were slightly 1n- 
jured. 

One fire, caused by an 
quickly extinguished. 

Another bomb wrecked a large houge op- 
posite the cathedral. The three people inside 
had taken shelter under a table. They were 
shaken, but unhurt. 


NIGHT RAIDS 

A lull followed the start of the night raid 
in the London area. After a time, however, 
a ’plane-engine could be heard, together with 
the sound of distant gunfire, but no search- 
lights were seen. 

A bomb in a London district last night de- 
stroyed four houses, some people being 
trapped beneath the débris. Rescue opera- 
tions are in progress. 

An incendiary bomb was seen flickering in 
one London district some time after the raid 
had begun. It burnt itself out after nearly 
five minutes, but, apparently, caused no fire. 

Vive bombs fell in one residential area. 
One hit a block of flats that were being re- 
constructed from old house, and also 
damaged two houses adjoining. ‘The other 
bombs fell on houses a short distance from 
ihe flats. 


SIX PERSONS RESCUED 
Rescue squads succeeded in freeing six 
people from the four houses destroyed in one 
district. A cot was rescued from the wreck- 
age of an upper floor. 
A church was badly damaged in a London 
district, but there were no casualties.

In a frank review of the Empire's war 
Strength, Sir Walter Layton, in his address 
to the industrialists, admitted that Britain 
was ‘‘far behind’’ in armament, except on 
the sea. 

Even though the output of munitions had 
risen by over 25 per cent. since the 
blitzkrieg started, Germany, by conquest, 
had obtained a three-to-one superiority in 
the European steel output, and only with the 
help of United States, production could 
Germany’s favourable ratio be ‘over: 
whelmed.’’ 

‘There is no doubt,’? Sir Walter con- 
tinued, ‘‘that if the war potential of 
America is organised and thrown into the 
scale the combined strength of America and 
the British Empire acn certainly surpass and 
outlast that of Germany and her satellites.’ 


FOUR TO ONE 


Germany 's present land armament out. 
numbered the British by four or five to one, 
thereby enabling Germany to concentrate on 
aircraft production. i 

‘Clearly -we canot match Germany's Army 
supplies for a very long time to come,” h 
said. 

He explained, however, chat the odds in 
the European steel output were not quite so 
severe as the figures suggested, because the 
blockade had cut Germany off from many vital 
products, and doubtless would influence Cer- 
many’s productive efficiency in the long run.

Every help that could be given to repel 
that attack would bring the day nearer when 
Britain could resume the offensive. 

‘The greatest air armada the world has 
ever seen must come into existence as quickly 
as possible. 

“ Weapons must be forged for the British 
Expeditionary Forces that will in due course 
be needed in various parts of the world to 
stop Nazism from spreading not only over 
Europe, but into other continents.” ° 

Sir Walter invited his listeners “ 
to face the issue that lies ahead of all of us 
Before we -are through we. shall need the 
material backing of all who believe in the 
cause for which we are fighting,” he said.

British Air Ministry News Service. 


BOMBS THROUGH CLOUD 


GAP 


At the time of the raid drifting cloud made 
observation of the results extremely difficult, 
but in the course of the bombardment, which 
lasted for over two hours, many high explo- 
sive and incendiary bombs were seen to burst 
among buildings in the Deutsche Werke and 
the Germana yards. A salvo of high explosives 
is also believed to have scored a direct hit 
on one of the main jetties. 

The first raiders to take off -from their 
base in England reached the target soop 
after nine o’clock, and according to one pilot 
they were luckier than some of: the others 
who followed; for on their arrival they found 
‘‘a great horseshoe-shaped gap five miles 
across in the cloud-layer over Kiel.”’ 


WARSHIP AS TARGET 


Another pilot, who was among the first to 
bomb the dockyards, said: ‘‘ We came round 
a little to the south of Kiel, and then ran up 
from south-east to north-west, coming out 
over the top of what appeared to be a war- 
ship lying in one of the floating docks. The 
dock itself was perfectly outlined by the 
moon. 

““We at once doubled back and ran up 
again from the same direction. This time 
we dropped a stick of bombs, and from all 
ac¢ounts it must have straddled the ship. 
Before we had time to see the full results, 
however, the edge of the cloud just began 
to close in over the area. We circled round 
four or five times, but could not see very 
much, so set course for home.”’ 

A third pilot, bombing soon afterwards, 
said that he thought that two of his bombs 
must have hit the same ship or the jetty near- 
by, but again drifting cloud prevented 
accurate observation. 


FIRES STARTED 


In an attack on a different part of the 
dockyards bombs were reported to have fallen 
a ‘‘ship’s length ” astern of another warship. 
Two fires at once broke out. Later a bomber 
from another section of the raiding force 
spent a full half-hour over the docks before 
bombing. 

‘‘When we first got there,” said the 
pilot, “the cloud hadn't quite reached the 
basins, and we saw in one of them a German 
warship. We ran over the basin, but the 
moon was behind us, and we were right 
over the top of the ship before we saw 1it. 
All the time the clouds were getting worse, 
but we made another run, and through a 
gap in the cloud we caught a glimpse of the 
ship and let go our bombs.”’ 


OIL PLANT EXPLOSIONS 


Fifty-five miles south of Kiel other raiders 

were hammering the docks at Hamburg, but 
here again clouds hid the results of the 
bombing. 
At the same time as these raids other 
targets elsewhere in sa neamh were attacked. 
At Leuna the large synthetic oil plant, 
which has been damaged in previous raids 
was again subjected to a prolonged 
bombardment. With the first bombs 
dropped a large fire was started, and this 
served to guide following aircraft. From 
then ‘on at regular intervals heavy calibre 
bombs were dropped with precision on this 
important objective, and further fires were 
seen to break out, followed by numerous 
explosions. Thick clouds of black smoke 
also made evident the success of the bomb- 
ing. | 
Gas pilot who made a high level attack 
reported that his bombs had started two 
fires, both of which burned with a brilliant 
white flame. Then, suddenly, there were 
three or four big explosions. 


GIGANTIC BURST 


The last pilot to attack the oil plant 
saw his bombs burst near a line of chimneys, 
and a few minutes afterwards there was a 
4 ce explosion. }

Kiel dockyard raids said: ‘‘We reached 
Kiel just after 10 o’clock and half of one of 
the basins was then under cloud and half 
was clear. We came down a couple of 
thousand feet to have a better look and that 
started up all the light ‘‘flak.”” We were 
over the docks 45 minutes altogether, then 
the cloud ruffled and broke up a bit. 
“There was a fairly big gap about half a 
mile across, and the bomb aimer told me 
afterwards that he had a sight of a jetty 
and a warship through the gap. He called 
out to me: ‘ Reuiies up, bomb doors open.’ 
I left the rest to him, following his direc- 
tions, and eventually he called back: ‘Bombs 


“ Naturally, we talked it over on the way 
back, and he said that he had a very good 
line of sight on the jetty and ship through 
the hole in the cloud and that he had the 
jetty clearly in his sight for a full minute.”’

HE Jrish Times pleads for a review and 
a revision of the plans that have been 
prepared for Dublin’s future develop- 
Do such plans exist? Where are they 
to be found? Have they been approved by 
the Corporation? Has the Minister for Local 
Government been apprised of their contents? 
Of these questions only the first can be 
answered from the information vouchsafed to 
citizens. For almost a year the Corporation’s 
Town Planning Committee has been in posses- 
sion of sketch plans and reports supplied by 
their expert advisers, Messrs. Abercrombie, 
Kelly and Manning Robertson. As no official 
statement has been made as to the nature of 
the experts’ proposals it may be assumed that 
they are still under consideration by the 
Planning Committee preparatory to being 
submitted to the General Purposes Com- 
mittee and the Municipal Council. If, and 
when, the sketch proposals in their final form 
receive the approval of these bodies (pro- 
cedure which will almost certainly require 
many further months of delay), the Corpora: 
tion will be required to enter into other pro- 
longed negotiations before the plans can be 
submitted for official scrutiny to the Depart- 
ment of Local Government. 
Concurrently with such preparatory steps, 
the County Council and the Borough Council 
of Dun Laoghaire—as independent statutory 
planning sos, ass réNiggóhn presumably engaged 
in corresponding preparations.

COASTAL ROADS FOR 
DUBLIN 


Can that principle of relief employment be 
so applied in Dublin City and County as 
not to prejudge strategic conceptions of 
development in the light of newly demon- 
strated needs? Here is at least one answer 
to that question. Whatever may be the 
nature and details of new development plans, 
they could not be’ prejudiced by an imme- 
diate decision to proceed with long-discussed 
projects for new coastal roads. To be 
specific, with the widening of Clontarf sea 
road and its extension to Sutton, and with 
an extension of the recently-completed Port- 
marnock-Malahide coastal road northwards to 
Donabate and Rush—thus providing a con- 
tinuous twenty-mile stretch of seaside high- 
| to give access to long-neglected pleasure 
and health resorts, together with many miles 
of seafront and rural sites for new home- 
steads. 

Southwurds the need for a coastal road to 
give access to the sandy beaches that are 
now cut off by the railway track from 
Merrion to Blackrock has long been recog- 
nised. Built on the same principles as 
Clontarf’s sew wall, and filled in by ample 
supplies of ''pumped ” sand, that project— 
like its northern counterpart—presents many 
advantages. Calling for liberal supplies of 
unskilled labour, its execution could proceed 
without reliance on imported material; it 
would constitute the kind of civic and 
national asset that Deputy Dillon visualised ; 
and—the vital point—while providing imme- 
diate employment (work could proceed with- 
in, say, two or three months), it would give 
a new impetus to Dublin’s outward move- 
ment, while harmonising with whatever 
general plans of development that may yet 


far-reaching importance. When, and in what 
conditions, were the sketch plans (strategic 
features of which are now to he accepted and 
executed) prepared? Have new conditions 
arisen since the plans were fabricated ? 

To these vital questions answers hardly are 
necessary. All the plans and proposals gean 
before the Minister were conceived long prior 
to the outbreak of war. Unless by some 
prophetic tour de force their authors could 
not have anticipated either the military or 
the economic conditions that since have 
arisen. Lessons born of recent experience 
have changed the outlooks of town-planners 
throughout the world. In the light of ex. 
perience no expert in civic design would 
proceed on the strategic principles that were 
accepted two years ago. Which is to say, 
that the plans on which the Minister for 
Local Government proposes to proceed are 
now quite hopelessly out of date. 


AMENDMENT OR 
RECASTING? 


Can such plans be so amended in detail as 
to constitute a reasonably sound framework 
of Dublin’s future metropolitdn area? Every 
resumption seems to be otherwise. Nothing 
ess than an entirely new and _ unbiassed 
approach to the whole problem has become 
necessary. 

Does, that new approach mean that the 
data and materials already collected and com- 
piled should be consigned to waste paper re- 
ceptacles? Not by any means. Not facts 
and data, but their relationships to each 
other, and their relative values in designing 
new and broader civic foundations, present 
the town-planyer’s real problem. With such 
material at hand the immediate question is 


how, and by whom, should it be used. 
In so iar as the Relief Works Bill transfers

be conceived. 
ILLUSTRATIONS 


Such projects are mentioned only as 
illustrations of public works that might now 
i'roceed without prejudice to other strategic 
conceptions. Other illustrations could—and, 
doubtless, will—be advanced, Meanwhile, the 
least that can be expected is that the reports 
of the Transport Tribunal and the Dublin 
Housing Inquiry will at once be made avail- 
al'le to guide public representatives and 
citizens genera.ly inOtheir efforts to dis- 
criminate between schemes that are urgent 
and practical, and others that can, and 
should, await more mature consideration, 


WHO SHOULD PAY? 


Finally comes the issue raised in an acute 
form during Dail debates on the Relief Works 
Bill. Who should shoulder financial respon- 
silility for such undertakings? Ratepayers 
or taxpayers? Here the answer is that 
divided financial responsibility involves dual 
control, needless disputes and inevitable 
cross-purposes and delays. Peter the rate- 
payer at war with Paul the taxpayer! Peter 
and Paul persistently refusing to realise that, 
for all practical purposes, " ie are one and 
the same person. Peter quite ready and 
anxious to incur unlimited liabilities in his 
capacity as taxpayer — but strangely 
unimaginative and fone-fated when money 
is required from his other pocket! 

Facing that fact the Minister—having one 
ear open to the warnings of the Department 
of Finance and the other to the protests of 
local representatives—was satisfied merely to 
hint that outlays under the Relief Bill might 
not all have to be incurred by ratepayers.

IBURMA ROAD 
RE-OPENED 
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Lorries Ready to 
Dash Through 
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JAPANESE 
THREAT TO HONG 
KONG

CHUNGKING, Thursday. 
Tre Burma Road was re-opened 


quietly to-day, amidst secret 
preparation to keep lorries rolling 
over it every night, bringing muni- 
tions to China and sending out vital 
exports. Chinese labourers have 
been posted at strategic points to re- 
construct the road as fast as Japanese 
"planes might drop bombs, which, it 


is stated, they have threatened to do. 
Informed persons said that 30 British and 
1,300 American lorries were ready to make 
perilous dashes loaded with two to six tons 
of goods each. During the period the road 
has been closed Chinese leaders have per- 
fected a stagger system for spacing the 
lorries to ake bombers, while the road has 
been repaired and improved to increase trans- 
portation speed and ensure safe delivery. 


JAPAN’S ATTITUDE 


it has been unused for three months, while 
Japan’s attitude to the interests of America, 
Britain and Russia in China has become more 
and more ambitious. Japanese spokesmen, 
including even Major-General Raishiro 
Sumita, Chief of the Japanese Military Mis- 
sion in Indo-China, have made it clear that 
the Japanese have every intention of stop- 
ping supplies at some point on the route. 

The focal point of interest during the next 
few days will be whether Japan will dare to 
strike only at the Chinese end of the road, 
or whether an attempt may be made to stop 
supplies as they move up through British 
Burma. Hints have heen given that the 
Japanese will stop at nothing to prevent fresh 
consignments of arms from reaching Chiang 
Kai-Shek. A message in the Japanese news- 
paper, Asahi, threatened that Hong Kong 
might be made the subject of reprisals if 
the British Government were rash enough to 
permit re-opening of the road. 

Chinese official circles, meanwhile, are un- 
perturbed by threats that continue to pour 
from Tokyo, confident that the £1,000,000 
consignment of American goods recently 
licensed for export from the U.S. to China 
may prove a decisive factor in the outcome 
of the war against Japan.—Associated Press. 


JAPANESE THREATS

The reopening of the road has not yet 
brought any tangible signs of excitement 
here, but there is a significant shift of interest 
to the situation at Hong Kong. When the 
Burma road agreement was signed, the Go- 
vernment of see Kong, which until then 
had prohibited the transit of munitions, 
undertook also to prohibit the transit of an 
extensive list of materials, covered by the 
Burma Road agreement. 

According to the Japanese Press the Go- 
vernment of Hong Kong now contemplates 
reopening the port to non-military trafiic, 
though maintaining the embargo on muni- 
tions. It is asserted that the Hong Kong 
agreement has no date fixed for its expiry, 
and the Japanese Government is demanding 
that it should remain in force. 

The Asahi predicts that if Hong Kong 
again becomes ‘‘a base for activities directed 
against Japan and in support of General 
Chiang Kai-Shek’’—meaning, if it is re- 
opened for traffic which can directly or in- 
directly assist Chungking—the Japanese Go- 
vernment will take effective measures.—Per 
Press Association.

Wall Street was still dominated by the foreign 
uncertainties, the market being quiet, erratic, and 
narrowly irregular, with trading consisting chiefly 
of professional experimentation of resistance levels.

THE YOUNG

“The young people of Ireland have sold 
their bread for cake,” said Miss Patricia 
O’Connor, speaking last night at the meeting 
in Lincoln Chambers, Dublin, of the 
Women’s Social and Progressive League. 
Miss 0 Connor, who came down from the 
North specially to speak at the meeting, is 
a well-known authoress, her books dealing 
mostly with life in her native County Down. 
The subject of. her lecture last night was the 
lure of the cities for the young people of the 
country, and it forms also the material for 


her latest book, “The Voice out of 
R.A.M.A.,” which is almost ready for 
publication. 


Miss O'Connor feels strongly upon this 
subject. She places the blame equally upon 
the country and unon the cities, for there 
are, she says, mistakes on both sides. 


LEAVING THE LAND 


The young people. she said, were leaving 
the land because the country pretended to 
be rer and duller than it really is, and 
the attraction of the cities was no less strong 
because the wealth and fgaiety there were 
superficial. In. erder to understand the 
situation, it was necessary to go back to 
its origin, when a man was compelled in 
self-defence to give an impression of greater 
poverty than “was actually the case, but now 
the habit was prolonged after the need for it 
had gone and was driving the young people 
away to the cities. where they went to the 
other extreme. - af

yard, Ltd., took formal possession of their 
newly-acquired property, the Dublin Dock- 
yard, which has been lying idle for the past 
three years. tia 

Efforts have been made to restart the dock- 
yard’ since Messrs. Vickers (Ireland), Ltd., 
ceased to operate it in December, 1937. All 
of them were without success until some 
months ago, when a group of Irishmen came 
together, and, in spite of many difficulties. 
secured control of the yard. The new com- 
pany was registered last Monday, Captain 
Alan 8. Gordon, managing director of Messrs. 
Palgrave Murphy, Ltd., is the chairman, and 
the other members of the board are Mr. W. 
R. Murdoch, Mr. R. W. Sinnott, general 
manager and director of the British and Irish 
Steam Packet Company and other allied con- 
cerns; Mr. J. J. Stafford, Wexford Steamship 
Company, and Mr. R. A. Burke, of Messrs. 
R. A. Burke, Ltd., shipbrokers, Eden quay, 
Dublin. 

The new company was fortunate’ in 
securing the services of Mr. Murdoch, who 
has had such experience in shipbuilding work. 
He served his time in Harland and Wolff’s, 
Belfast, and, after taking an honorary degree 
in engineering at London Univérsity, went to 
his father’s vard in Antwerp, and when war 
broke out was doing a considerable business 
in shiprepairing in that port. At that time 
he was senior partner of the firm of Messrs. 
Guthrie, Murdoch and Co., Antwerp, and did 
much repair work on the vessels owned by 
companies in which Captain Gordon is in- 
terested.

CLEANING UP 


The men taken on yesterday are engaged in 
the cleaning ~ 4 and adjustment of machines 
and plant. When this work is completed in 
a few weeks’ time other workers will be 
engaged, songs; the fitterg, engineers and 
other skilled workmen necessary in such an 
undertaking. When the yard gets into its 
stride there is a likelihood that several 
hundred workers will be employed. As far as 
labour is concerned, no difficulty has been 
experienced. Many of the men worked in the 
dockyard when it was last in operation, while 
others have been working in England and 
Belfast. 

The first work undertaken by the yard is 
likely to be ship repairing, although the 
lant, which is in an excellent condition, can 
e used for general engineering. As far as 
ship repairing is concerned, the prospects are 
very favourable. At the moment the other 
shipyards in Great Britain and Ireland are 
very busy and repair jobs have to give way 
to more urgent business. The Dublin yard, 
therefore, will be likely to obtain most of 
the Irish repair work and a considerable 
portion of repair work to neutral shipping. 


THE MACHINERY 


The plant is capable of dealing with any 
of this work. In fact, vessels up to 
feet in length or with a deadweight of ten 
thousand tons can be accommodated. Actually 
the shipyard is able to build new ships, but 
with the prospect of the large amount of 
repair work to be done it is not likely that 
new building will be undertaken for some 
time. No difficulty wil] be experienced with 
regard to the necessary steel and iron sup- 
plies. As a matter of fact there are some 
stocks in the yard with which it would he 
possible to carry out small repairs when the 
yard is ready, particularly as the machinery 
has been kept in such a good condition. 

Mr. Murdoch told an /rish J'imes reporter 
that the equipment of the yard was. good 
and the machinery would enable them to com- 
pete with other yards in the present circum- 
stances, while they would be able to organise 
the undertaking in such a way that they 
would be. able with the minimum difficulty 
to face competition when normal times re- 
turned. The machinery had been kept in 
good condition and the men so far employed 
showed that they were capable and not afraid 
of hard work. The prospects were very good. 
Captain Gordon said that they had every 
reason to believe that in a short space of 
time work would be coming to the yard. In 
regard to labour, while arrangements were 
not yet complete, they were of such a 
character as to ensure that they would have 
a satisfactory time for the yard. 


INSPECTION BY DIRECTORS 


The directors inspected the yard, where 
the men were engaged in cleaning the 
machinery and EALA. up generally. The 
docks cover an area of eight acres, much of 
which is now overgrown with grass. The 
works comprise two slips, a graving dock and 
an ordinary dock, huge platers’ shed, machine 
shop. fitters’ benches, forge. joinery shop and. 
moulders’ loft. Besides ship repairing, the 
fabrication of steel for building purposes is 
contemplated at some later date.

ATRICK CONWAY, aged 35 years, of 
Main street, Wicklow, who was stated 
to have been in the Irish.Lights Service 

since 1930, was sentenced to tour years’ 
penal servitude by the Special Criminal Court 
yesterday. 

He had been found guiltv ot having under 
his control a wireless transmitting apparatus 
without the authority of the Chief Telegraph 
Censor, and a signalling apparatus ''of such 
a nature that it could be used for a purpose 
prejudicial to the public safety or the pre- 
servation of the State’’ without the per- 
mission of the Civic Guard. 

He was also found guilty and sentenced on 
the following charges (the sentences to run 
concurrently) :—Conspiracy with other per- 
sons to attempt to obstruct by force of arms 
or other violent means the carrying on of 
the Government of the State (two vears); 


membership of an unlawfnl organisation 
(eighteen months); and possession of in- 
criminating documents (three months). 
CASE FOR THE STATE 
"Opening the State case, Mr. G. D. 
Murnaghan (instructed by Mr, D. OU’Dono- 


van, Chief State Solicitor’s office) said that 
Conway had been in the Irish Lights Service 
since 1930, serviug- on the Codling and Kish 


Lightships. When on shore he lived in the 
house of his brother-in-law, Main street, 
Wicklow. That house was searched on 


August’ 21 and in the room . occupied by 
Conway were found signalling lamps. wireless 
parts and documents (which included books 
on military matters, books and catalogues on 
wireless, two photographs. of Conway show- 
ing him with Sam Brown belt and revolver 
holster, apparently containing a .45 revolver ; 
ainmunition, pouch and binoculars) The 
photographs appeared to have been taken 
fairly recently. There were also letters from 
Sean Russell. ' 

Later the same day a search of an unoccu- 
piel house in Castle street, Wicklow, belong- 
ing to the Vonway family revealed two trans- 
ceivers (instruments capable of transmitting 
and receiving), au old British Army trans- 
mitter and an R.A.F transmitter (neither 
in working. order), two wireless aerials suit- 
able for use with the transceivers, and a 
number of wireless parts. When. detained, 
Conway accepted -full responsibility for the 
articles found and said that he had built the 
transmittere for use hetween the lightships 
and the land.. That was a plausible ex- 


planation, but other’ facts in the case 
would - demonstrate to the Court that 
it was not for that purpose alone 
that he. had - them sin his possession. 


He ‘had ho permit for them under the Wire-. 


less Telegraphy Order or“ from. the Chief 
Telegraph Censor, so that he was at least 
having them secretly, It would be proved 
in evidence that he was actively associated 
with an illegal. organisation and was in close 
touch with persona who held high positions 
in that organisation, and was engaged in a 
number of transactions with these persons. 


PURCHASE IN ENGLAND 


Conway, counsel continued, had been 
pus to purchase a transmitter of much 
power than the two found in the 
unoccupied house, and was in communication 
‘with a firm in 


and escape. England: for that purpose. He 
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had actually purchased from the same firm 
a receiver which was not of the normal type, 
but was specially constructed for the receipt 
of continuous Morse waves. Why such an 
article should be required by Conway was 
difficult to say, but it was not required for 
the communication between the Codling and 
Kish lightships and the shore. 

Addresses of houses which had been raided 
and where ammunition and documents had 
been found were in his possession. One 
address was of 98a Rathgar road, Dublin. 
When this house was raided on August 16 
two detectives were shot dead and anotner 
seriously wounded. In that house was found 
a list of parts necessary for the construction 
of a wireless transmitter written on paper, 
corresponding to some found in the possession 
of Conway. 


POLICE EVIDENCE 


A police officer said that in the room 
occupied by Conway when ashore he found: 
a portable Lucas signalling lamp, a Morse 
key and battery, a wireless transmitting 
valve, two stand-off insulators, one  con- 
denser, a 10,000 watt resister, a choke, a 
switch, two condensers and a microphone, 
and text books on military matters. In 
Conway’s writing there were notes on 
cyphers, arms and demolitions, There was 
a number of technical books dealing with 
radio and wireless, a loose-leaf diary, con- 
taining particulars of maps, notes and ex- 
penditure on wireless.. Conway’s salary 
would be approximately £20 a month, and 
the receiving set produced apparently was 
bought by him for £36. 


Among the documents was a pamphlet 
entitled ‘‘ Bombs”’ by a person named 
Fowler. It dealt with explosions in England 


in 1938 and 1959. There were two letters 
found from Sean Russell, one bearing a date 
1934 concerning appointments with Conway. 
There was an agenda of a ' General Army 
Convention ” in 1934, and a publication deal- 
ing with the attitude to be adopted towards 
the Free State and Northern Ireland Parlia- 
ments and Courts. Letters were found from 
a British wireless firm, C. E. Webb, Ltd., 
one of which thanked Conway for his order 
and confirmed the receipt of £20 on account. 
In an unoccupied house in Castle street was 
found other wireless apparatus described by 
Mr. Murnaghan. 


EXPERT EVIDENCE 


An Army officer described the articles found 
in Main street and Castle street. He said 
that a transmitter described in a radio cata- 
logue handed to him by the previous witness 
had an estimated “range of 1,000 miles, or 
considerably more if used on the short waves. 
The signalling lamp produced was complete 
and in working order. It had a daylight range 
to the naked eye ot three miles. With a 
telescope the range was increased to six 
miles. The night range was six miles with 
the naked eye, aud twelve miles if a telescope 
‘was used, The lamp could be used for 
signalling to ships at sea or across level 
ground or from hilltop to hilltop. The trans- 
‘mitter-receiver found in Castle street operated 
on five metres, und was fairly effective over 
ordinary country up to a distance of teg 
‘miles, with a shorter range over hilly country. 
From hilltop to hilltop the cange could be 
‘increased up to one hundred miles: The sets 
were in working order, except that high 
|-tension batteries and one valve were missing. 

An old R.A.F. transmitter was not in work- 
ing order. Another receiving set—a '' com- 
munications receiver ” was equipped with a 
beat oscillator, which made it capable of 
receiving morse signals which could not be 
received on the ordinary broadcasting receiver. 


This set would be. vised by wireless experts, 
but not by persons for ordinary broadcasting

HELPS PRISONERS OF WAR 
It will be recalled that the Red Cross and 
the Y.M.C.A. carried out great work for the 
relief of prisoners of war in different 
countries during the World War. In an 
Interview to the Press, Dr. Karl Fries. one 
of the leaders of the Swedish Y¥.M.C.A., 


volunteers the information that the Swedish 
help work wili be considerably augmented. 
A special organisation, entitled “ Help the 
Victims of the War,” is being constituted. 
In preparing to expand this work which 


neutrals can still give in the name of the 
brotherhood which passes all national 
boundaries, practically all religious com- 
munities and allied organisations in Sweden 
have given their support, and the work is 
headed by Archbishop Eidem of Sweden. 
Swedish Y.M.C.A. secretaries who have 
been entrusted with this work have. upon 
their return, spoken of the war prisoners’ 
reat appreciation of the services rendered.

HE hearing of two construction gum- 
i: monses relating to the will of Wilbraham 
Fitzjohn ‘Trench, ‘‘Grianblah,” Pal- 
merstoun Park, Dublin, Professor of English 
Literature in Trinity College, Dublin, was 
begun. The first, brought by the executors 
and trustees of the will, deals with Professor 
Trench’s unsettled property; and the second, 
brought by a daughter, with portions of the 
will in relation to the appointment of settled 
property. 

The will, which is dated April 17, 1936, 
was stated to have been drafted by Professor 
Trench himself. 

The income from the unsettled property 
was estimated, roughly, at £283. 

The first summons was taken out by John 
T. Hamerton, solicitor, 39 Fleet street, 
Dublin: Chalmers Edward Fitzjohn Trench, 
company secretary, 75 Terenure road, Dublin, 
a son of Protessor Trench; and Diarmid 
Coffey, barrister-at-law, Granite Field, Dun 
Laoghaire, a son-in-law of Professor Trench, 
and asks the Court whether an annuity of 
£160 net bequeathed to Patrick McKenzie 
Fitzjohn Trench, artist, Balscadden, Howth, 


eldest. son and _  heir-at-law of Professor 
Trench, and one of the defendants 
in the summons, had been be- 
queathed free of death duties and was 


pavable free of income tax; whether the 
expression “‘net income’’ in a clause of the 
will relating to the net income of the 
residuarv estate exceeding £180, or £250, 
meant the income of the residuary estate 
after the deduction of income tax; whether 
the trustees of the will were justified in 
retaining unsold 2,125 Ordinary Shares in the 
Shirenaks Collierv, Co., Ltd., forming part of 
the residuary estate; whether the real estate 
passed to the trustees, or whether there was 
an intestacy in regard to it; and whether, 
in the event of it being held that Professor 
Trench had no power to direct that the 
estate duty at his death on his “- Irish lands ”’ 
should be paid by the other settled property 
passing on his death, the persons entitled to 
such settled property being-also beneficiaries 
under the will, were bound to elect between 
their shares of the amount of the estate duty 
and the ‘benefits given to them by the will.

SOLICITOR’S AFFIDAVIT 


Mr. John T. Hamerton, solicitor, stated in 
an affidavit filed in the first summons that 
Professor Trench, in his will, after referring 
to his Irish lands which had been settled 
under his marriage settlement, and which, on 
his death, would descend to his son Patrick in 
tail male, expressed a desire that Patrick 
should disentail them and settle them on trust 
for Patrick’s wife, Eveleen, and their 
children. The lands had been disentailed and 
settled by Patrick in accordance with his 
father’s wishes in the lifetime of his father, 
his father releasing his life estate in them. 
Professor Trench next directed that, on such 
trust being created, his executors should pay 
the estate duty chargeable on the passing of 
the property to Patrick, charging it against 
the other settled property passing on his 
death. The persons beneficially entitled to 
such other settled property were Professor 
Trench’s four children. In the event of it 
being held that the testator had no power to 
give such a direction (a question with which 


the trustees were not directly concerned) a 
question might arise whether the beneficiaries 
who also got benefits under the will were 
bound to elect. 
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Professor Trench then bequeathed his 
residuary estate to his trustees, to hold on 
certain trusts. He directed immediate pay- 
ments of £20 each to his son Patrick and his 
wife Eveleen, and monthly payments of £10 
each to them until the creation of the already- 
mentioned trust, and from the coming into 
operation of the trust he directed payment to 
Patrick of £160 per annum as a first charge 
on his. residuary estate, and provided that, 
in the event of the trust not being created, 
the income of his residuary estate should be 
charged with payment of an annuity to 
Eveleen and her children. He dealt again 
with his residuary estate, and said that the 
payment of the £160 to Patrick was intended 
t> be £260 net, and that if in any year the net 
income from the funds should be less than 
£160 the capital should be drawn upon to 


make up the deficiency ; but if the net income | 


should exceed £160, but should not exceed. 
£180, the amount in excess of £160 should 
likewise be paid to Patrick, and if the net 
income should exceed £180, the trustees were 
empowered to administer it for the benefit of 
Patrick’s children, and they were empowered 
to encroach on the capital to an amount not 
exceeding £60 in any year to meet any special 
needs of Patrick or his family. He 
further directed that if the net income from 
his residuary estate should exceed £250 a 
year, then the provision mentioned, for dis- 
posal of the income in the children’s interest 
should not apply to any sum in excess of the 
total of £250, and he directed that any income 
from his residuary estate funds not —. 
of under the provisions mentioned should be 
held by his trustees for his children or re- 
moter issue as set forth. A question had 
arisen whether the net annuities of £160 and 
£180 payable to Patrick meant annuities of 
those amounts free of income tax, and 
whether the net income of £250 was to be 
construed as the income after deduction of 
income tax. 

Mr. Hamerton, in his affidavit, also referred 
to correspondence in regard to the sale of 
the Shireoaks Colliery shares, and stated that 
the trustees desired the direction of the 
Court whether they should realise the shares 
at whatever price could be obtained, or re- 
tained them, and realise them as opportunity 
offered. He also mentioned the Sligo nt 9 
Hall, which formed part of Professor Trench’s 
residuary estate, and stated that the trustees 
desired a decision whether Professor Trench’s 
real estate passed to tliem under the bequest 
in his will of “ My residuary estate.’’ 


CAUSE OF THE TROUBLE 


Mr. Holmes said that Professor Trench had 
made his own will, and, unfortunately, that 
was the cause of the trouble. He had not 
confined himself first to settled property and 
then to unsettled, but had jumped about from 
one to the other, which made the will con- 
fusing. In addition to the unsettled property, 
the income from which, roughly, was £283, 
Professor Trench had been entitled, said Mr. 
Holmes, to a reversionary interest in some 
property under his father’s will, subject to the 
life interest of his sisters, who still were alive. 
That had been valued at about £9,000, and 
questions would arise in future years with 
reference to the property. It was impossible 
to ask the Court those questions now, because 
they would depend on facts which would not 
be known for many years to come. 

The arguments had not concluded when the 
Court adjourned until to-day.

JUDGMENT RESERVED 


(BEFORE THE PRESIDENT OF THE HIGH 
COURT. MR. JUSTICE HANNA, AND MR. 
JUSTICE MARTIN. MAGUIRE.) 


Judgment was reserved in the petition 
asking whether investments and _ securities 
held outside of Eire, but representing proceeds 
of the sale of freehold lands in Cork and 
Kerry, left by Thomas Anthony Stoughton, 
late of Owlpen, Gloucestershire, England, are 
liable to estate duty in Eire. 

It was stated that the testator died in 
1885, and that a sum of £60,051 realised by 
the lands was afterwards invested in England. 
The Estate Duty Office in Dublin claimed 
that this property was liable to estate duty 
as settled property passing on the death of 
testator’s widow, Rose T. Stoughton. The 
trustees of Mr. Stoughton’s will, who reside 
in England, dispute this claim, and ask for 
a declaration that the settlement created by 
the will is an English settlement.

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MR. HOWARD KNEE’S 
WATER-COLOURS 


Mr. Howard Knee’s exhibition of water- 
colours, in the Victor Waddington Gallery, 
South Anne street, Dublin, is a very interest- 
ing show. All the pictures are of Irish 
scenery. 

Mr. Knee has travelled widely in the 
country, and far along our shores, for his 
subjects. Choice of atmospheres, rather than 
seascape or landscape, has been the object of 
his journeys. He was not easily satisfied. 
Only where he could find an ambient bril- 
hance of light, revealing in attractive variety 
the colour tones of a scene, has the artist 
applied his delicate brush to the delicious 
translation of the”view to a carton. The 
result is shown admirably in the n:ajority of 
the thirty pictures in this exhibition. 

“Carn Harbour, County Wexford,” No. 6, 


is a delightful treatment of atmosphere; 


exquisitely refined is the light that charms 
the water, the yachts and all the detail of 
the view.

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THE CONSTRUCTION 
CORPS 


A GLANCE AT MEN IN 
TRAINING 


-“ 


Learn to crawl before you walk, and learn 
to be a soldier before you are a soldier of the 
Construction Corps, is the motto of the 
officers of the newly-formed corps which is 
doing its preliminary training at the Curragh 
Camp, Yesterday, when an ZJrish T'imes 
representative visited the camp to see how 
the men were getting on, he found that 
squads of men were being drilled by regular 
army instructors, and were marching back- 
wards and forwards with a precision which 
belied the fact that the majority of them had 
been in the Construction Corps for only a 
week, 

These men, of whom there are 300 at 
present at the Curragh, are undergoing 
exactly the same preliminary, training as that 
of a recruit in the regular army, with the 
exception of arms drill. When Captain John 
McPeake, who is the Officer Commanding 
the First Battalion of the Construction Corps, 
was asked how they were shaping, he said 
that there was no apparent difference between 
them and the ordinary recruit. This he 
attributed to the excellent type of men which 
they were receiving. It was generally 
believed, he said, that the medical examina- 
tion for the new corps was not as severe as 
that for the regulars, but this was not the 
case. 
Although the recruits have been at the 
Curragh for only a short time, there is a 
decided change in them. All trace of listless- 
ness has disappeared, and they are reported 
to be taking an intense pride in their uniforms 
and in their general appearance. 

When their day’s activity came to an end 
at half-past four the men gathered in the 
recreation rooms, where they could play 
billiards, read the newspapers, or merely sit 
around the glowing turf fire. While they 
were there the Jrish Times reporter spoke 
to some of them, and asked them how they 
liked the life. One thing about which all 
were enthusiastic was the tood, of which they 
said there was plenty. The officers came in 
for a great deal of praise, and the N.C.O.’s 
who put them through their paces on the 
square were also popular. 

Many of the men who have enlisted are 
prominent amateur boxers, and are training 
for the Army Championships, which are to 
take place shortly. Physical training is 
another important factor in the lives of the 
recruits. They get more of it in fact than 
does the has &. army, who are engaged in 
arms drill. : 

As times goes on the officers in charge of 
the Corps will pick out squad leaders from 
among the men, already they have some men 
in mind, for the purpose. 

Also at Connolly Barracks was Mr. J. J. 
Mullowney, C.E.O. for Co. Kildare, who was 
questioning Major MeNally, O.C. Curragh 
Command, as to the possibility of holdin 
vocational educational classes for soldiers o 
the Construction Corps. If there was suffi- 
cient response to this scheme, classes could 
be held at barracks, but failing this, the men 
could attend at the centres in the towns 
nearby. | 

Other officers of the Construction Corps to 
receive the Press were Lieutenent Dermot 
McNeill, Adjutant, and Lieutenant M. 
Downey, Quartermaster.

WIDOWS’ AND ORPHANS’ 
PENSIONS 
The Widows’ and Orphans’ Pensions 


(Amendment) Bill, 1940, introduced in the 
Dail on Wednesday, p to preserve the 
present position both as regards the amount 
of contributions and benefits, The original 
Act provided for the payment of 8s. per week 
to the widows of agricultural labourers, 4s. 
a week for the first child, and 2s, 6d. each 
per week for any further children. The con- 
tribution demanded from contributing wage- 
earners was 4d. per week. The Act further 
provided that, as from January 6th, 1941, the 
amount of the contributions should be
